It was one of the highlights of the Bass 
library. These legendary four sale catalogues are rarely found in pristine condition, particularly the first two. All were issued only in paper 
covers — hardbound Chapman sales were a later innovation — and thus are inherently fragile. Unless promptly bound, soiling and wear 
was likely and, even when bound, foxing (especially on the plates) is often a problem. Hardly any copies were bound with gold leaf applied 
to all of the page edges, which seals the contents against soiling and also protects against other adverse atmospheric conditions likely to 
foster foxing or browning. A luxurious binding by its very nature argues for special care and, over the years, the volume at hand was 
obviously accorded it. These four most important American coin auction catalogues capture the essence of the Chapman brothers’ dedica¬ 
tion to numismatics and, with the present volume in hand, one is transported back a century, viewing them almost exactly as they were seen 
at the time.

B. Max Mehl’s personal copy of the Deluxe Leatherbound Edition. Ex Mehl family; 
ex Ron Stocker; ex August 13,1983 Kolbe sale, lot 830. The pencil annotations, pre¬ 
sumably in Mehl’s hand, consist of interesting corrections and additions to the de¬ 
scription of lot 2095, the 1822 half eagle, “The Rarest and Most Valuable Coin of the 
Entire United States Series.” Included is a correction of “but two known” to “three,” 
an addition to the roster of the Smith/Dunham and the Mint Collection pieces 
of “the Brand Specimen (here offered).” It appears that Mehl was editing the Dun¬ 
ham text in preparation of a new description to market the Brand coin, possibly circa 
1945. If this is so, Breen does not mention Mehl in the pedigree chain of that piece. It 
is interesting that Mehl, when attempting in 1940 to sell the Dunham specimen to 
Amon Carter termed it “just a shade from uncirculated with considerable, in fact, 
almost full brilliant mint luster,” while he goes on to describe the Brand coin (also on 
the market at the time by another dealer) as “badly worn, terribly nicked, and has 
several rather severe dents or ‘gouges,’” when the Brand specimen was probably the 
finer of the two. The Dunham sale is the only catalogue ever issued by Mehl with 
photographic plates. Something on the order of two dozen or so copies, perhaps less, 
appear to have been issued in this format. The Dunham collection of American coins 
ae of the finest ever to cross the auction block. At the time, Mehl considered the 
■ sale to be the “capstone” of his long and distinguished career. In the foreword, he 
recounts meeting Dunham: “One evening in June 1910, while Mrs. Mehl and I were in Chicago on our belated honeymoon, a refined 
gentleman called on us at our hotel, introducing himself as Mr. Dunham. ‘I came to pay my respects to both of you,’ he said. He handed 
Mrs. Mehl a box of candy, and he handed me a box, the contents of which he invited me to examine, admonishing me to do so very 
carefully. I recall there were several important American numismatic rarities, but just what they were I do not now recall for the reason 
that the ‘shining light’ of the little lot was no less than the ‘King of American Coins,’ the 1804 dollar! The first I had ever seen.. .from that 
evening in June, 1910, my dream and ambition was to some day be the fortunate dealer to catalogue the famous ‘Dunham Collection.’ ”

Never issued commercially, Bureau of Engraving and Printing vignette books were usually prepared for presentation to government 
officials and dignitaries. Issued at different times over a number of years, they come in a bewildering variety of combinations and rarely 
are two copies exactly alike. Through the years many volumes have been broken up and the vignettes sold individually, often as proofs. 
This practice and the fact that the volumes were issued in limited numbers on an individual basis account for their extreme scarcity today. 
Eighty-six of the plates present in this volume comprise portraits of Presidents, Government officials, and various other dignitaries; the 
remaining fifty-nine plates are other vignettes of various sizes, some quite large, including a portrait of Martha Washington.
